He  was  born  on 
a 50-acre  farm  in  Middlesex 
Township  and  from  early  life 
knew  nothing  but  the  rigors  of 
the  dawn  to  dusk  work  on  the 
farm. 

His  three  brothers  and  one  sis- 
ter married  and  left  the  farm.

Mr.  Mahan  then  had  no  job 
and  had  his  mother  to  care  for 
so  he  took  anything  he  could  get 
He  did  day  labor  and  had  ex 
tensive  gardens  in  vacant  lots  in 
town.

‘’Death  March’ 
Survivor  Tells 
Of  Experiences 

M/Sgt.  Abie  Abrams.  Army 
recruiter  in  Butler,  described  his 
experiences  in  the  “Death 
March  of  Bataan”  to  members 
of  Lead  the  Way  Class  of  West- 
minster Presbyterian  Church  at 
a meeting  this  week. 

He  described  the  hardships  of 
the  men  during  this  famed 
march  10  years  ago  this  week. 

After  nine  years  in  the  Pacific 
theater,  Abrams  was  ready  to 
return  to  the  States  when  the 
Japanese  attacked  Pearl  Har- 
bor. He  was  immediately  return- 
ed to  duty  and  was  captured 
while  fighting  in  Bataan. 

From  then  on,  he  endured 
hardships  and  privations  most 
men  never  experience.  His  diet 
was  limited  small  quantities  of 
rice. 

Following  his  liberation,  he 
was  retained  by  General  Mac- 
Arthur  with  whom  he  was  per- 
sonally acquainted.  He  was  also 
principal  witness  at  the  trial  of 
the  Japanese  general  responsi- 
ble for  the  “Death  March.” 

Abrams  stressed  the  value  of 
his  previous  military  training  in 
the  Army,  for  he  felt  that  his 
physical  fitness  enabled  him  to 
endure  his  long  ordeal. 

His  experiences,  he  said,  also 
made  him  appreciate  the  high 
standards  of  living  found  in  this 
country.
